FUNDING SUMMARY

for FY 2013. Thisisan increase of $4.2 million and 36.7 FTE positions compared to estimated FY 2012.
The Bill also appropriates atotal of $50.7 million from other funds, a decrease of $3.1 million compared to
estimated FY 2012.

NOTE: Total funding for FY 2013 includes the previously enacted appropriations for FY 2013 and new
appropriation amounts proposed in this Bill.
